Playoff seeds, 
matchups set 


The NFL's playoff seeds and first-round matchups were set 
in dramatic fashion Sunday. Buffalo got the final postsea- 
son berth when it beat Miami 22-16 and Cincinnati stunned 
Baltimore. The Bengals scored on a fourth-and-12 play 
when Andy Dalton hooked up with Tyler Boyd for a 49-yard 
score with 53 seconds remaining. The unlikely outcome 
scrambled the postseason picture for five AFC teams: Bal- 
timore, Buffalo, Jacksonville, Kansas City and Tennessee. 


Finally back: The Bills will be in the playoffs for the first time 
since 1999. They had the longest postseason drought of any 
pro team in North America. The Titans earned the other AFC 
wild-card by beating the Jaguars. New Orleans won the NFC 
South despite losing at Tampa Bay in the final minute. Fellow 
South teams Carolina and Atlanta earned NFC wild cards. 


The Seahawks: Seattle (9-7) missed out in the NFC. 


Up next: The top two seeds in each conference get byes, 
leaving the other eight teams to play next weekend.

2017 YEARIN WEATHER 


‘A year of extremes’ with wet and dry spells

After a year marked by extremes — including soggy 
slogs and a dry spell that led to numerous wildfires — 2017 
went out on a brisk, clear note in Portland. 

Through Sunday evening, the airport has recorded 
45.80 inches of rain for 2017, the most for any of the past 
five years, with 43.35 inches in 2016; 40.40 in 2015; 40.11 in 
2014; and 26.72 in 2013, according to the weather service. 

A “normal” precipitation year in Portland is 36.03 
inches. The wettest year, for years the weather service has

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Forecast for New Year’s Day, supermoon 


The new year will begin with partly sunny conditions and a high 
of 40 to 45. Windy conditions are expected near the gorge. A 
mostly clear New Year's Day would allow prime viewing of the 
first supermoon — a full moon that is full at or near its closest 
point to earth Earth — of 2018. A supermoon appears 14 
percent bigger and 30 percent brighter than a full moon at its 
farthest point from Earth, according to NASA. Cool conditions 
will persist through the week, with highs remaining in the 

AOs. The metro area is expected to remain dry until at least 
Wednesday night, when rain returns to the forecast. 
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
